Combating Bot Flies. 
The most recently developed method 
of combating the common bot-fly of 
horses is to rub the hair on the fore 
legs, throat and shoulders of th© ani­ 
mals with a two percent solution of 
carbolic arid. 
Care should be taken 
to rub the solution on the hairs where- 
ever the eggs of the bot-flies are notic­ 
ed. 
Kerosene rubbed on these eggs 
does not prevent them from hatching. 
The flies which lay these eggs are 
the parents of the bots which attach 
themselves to the walls of the horse's 
stomach and impair the digestion. Thai 
larvae are taken into the mouth by 
means of the horse licking the hairs 
on its legs or body and then move 
to the stomach where they feed dur 
ing the winter. 
The flies appear in 
great numbers in the fall and are 
a 
source of great annoyance to horses.

Registration of young women as well 
as men for industrial training In peace 
times as well as in war times was 
urged by Colonel Theodore Roosevelt 
in a speech here Saturday opening 
the Fourth Liberty Loan Campaign. 
“We now have an approach to the 
universal service which some of us 
have for years been demanding,” Col­ 
onel Roosevelt said. 
"We now have 
all men from 18 to 45 required to 
serve their country and required 
to 
register. 
Let us make this system per­ 
manent and let us use it for the pur­ 
posed of peace no less than for the 
purposes of war. 
Let us extend the 
principles to women no less than to 
men. 
Let us have suffrage on service. 
Let us demand the service from wo­ 
men as we do from men. and in return 
give the suffrage to all men and wo­ 
men who in peace and war perform 
the service, and to no others.” 
Colonel Roosevelt declared young 
women should be registered just as 
men are. 
"I would give them both,” 
he 
declared, 
“certain 
fundamental 
forms of industrial training—training 
in the things that are fundamental in 
the ordinary work of the ordinary man 
and woman in their business occupa­ 
tions and In and around their homes;
